iL RENO, O. T., Dec. 22.—Capt. Ed- 
gwar Macklin of Company C, Twenty- 
fifth infantry, was dangerously wound- 
ed last night by an unknown negro, 
wearing a mask. The assailant es- 
caped. The Captain was. shot three 
times, twice in the left jaw and once 
in the abdomen. : 

Capt. Macklin, his wife and child, 
were preparing to seat themselves for 
their evenirg meal when someone 
rapped on the side door of the officers’ 
quarters. 

“Who is there?’’ inquired Macklin. 

“Come to the back door and you will 
fee.’’ was the response. 

Macklin went to the back door. Upon 
opening it a negro, wearing a mask, 
commanded him to throw up his hands 
and give up his money. Capt. Macklin 
did as ordered. No sooner was his 
hands raised than .three shots were fired 
in rapid succession. 

Capt. Macklin was placed in charge 
of the post physician. A posse was 
formed to hunt the negro and the sur- 
rounding couhtry now filled with 
armed men. Télegrams were sent to 
Oklahoma City fer bloodhounds and 
they have been sent. 

While no evidence has been obtained 
which will throw any light on the 
identity of the negro. it is the belief

“Tl engaged him as a 
lator of Slavonie and the French 
grace,” saiq the Raron, ‘‘and later 
was made secretary of the Conaul, I 
never suspected that he was a woman, 
though he was effeminate in his ways, 
He could drink and smoke with the 
strongest.

De ‘Raylan was twice married, and 
the evidence indicates that three wom- 
en called him husband. The present 
“re. De Paylan was Annie Davison, a 
New York chorus girl.

A Man, Says Hix Widow. 


De Ravlan was not a woman, 
but a good, kind man,” said she. “1 
think I ought to know as much as the 
doctors about it, and I say he was a 
man.” 

Mrs. De Raylan lives in a luxurlfously 
furnished flat at 492 California avenue. 
The literary and linguistic inclination ot 
De Raylan is shown in a fine collec- 
ton of books, which includes rare 
memoirs, philosophy and the classics. 

‘T met him while I was in the chorus 
at the Herald Square ‘lineater. and 
later, when I was out of work, he pro- 
posed marriage, and we came to Chi- 
cago, said the widow.

Petersburg and that his father was an 
admiral in the Cgar’s navy. 

He had a splendid education. He 
could speak French, Polish, German, 
English and Russian. He told me that 
he was married in Russia. near Odessa 
When he was a boy and was divorced.

In 18% De Raylan married in New 
York. and early in 1998 this woman ob- 
tained a divorce, alleging infidelity. She 
afterward married Eugene Burtchulis, 
the attorney who obtained her divorce.

Increases in Salaries. 


About 20,000 employes of St. Louis 
manufacturing and financial institutions 
have been favored with a substantial 
wage increase during the past year. 

An official of the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change, in conversation with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, Saturday, estimated 
that St. Louis employers are paying ful- 
ly $1,000,000 more in salaries than they 
did during 1905 and $2,000,000 more than 
was paid to their eMpioyes in 194, 

“There has been a general advance in 
the salaries of clerks in St. Louis,”’ 
said he. ‘‘Many of the larger corpora- 
tions felt that the clerks who are not 
associated with the trades unions are 
entitled to an increase in pay, owing to 
the increase of living expenses. 

‘‘Heretofore, the wealthy public serv- 
ice corporations particularly have con- 
tented themselves with merely increas- 
ing salaries, according as demands 
were made on them by labor organiza- 
tions, 

“The question, however, proved to be 
one of supply and demand. A clerk 
who received $50 six months ago is get- 
ting 360 and $70 today. Unskilled labor- 
ers in our important manufacturing 
plants are now earning from $3 to $3.00 
a day. What is true of St. Louis in 
this respect is also true of the other big 
cities of the United States. 

“In New York particularly the price 
of labor has gone up. We are facing an 
era of record-breaking. prosperity and 
Louis along with the rest of the 
is enjoying its full share of 
financial benefactions.”’

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—John _ D. 
Rockefeller, on his way from Lakewood, 
N. J., to Puccntico Hills, made some in- 
teresting statements regarding’ the 
majesty of the law and the need of 
thrift in this country. In response to a 
request for a Christmas sentiment he 
thought a moment and then said: 

“Good will to all men and gratitude to 


God—that, I should say, should be the 
Christrnas sentiment for everyone.” 

Mr. Rockefeller, speaking of large for- 
tures, had this to say: 

‘i am not prepared to discuss the 
ethics of large fortunes, but this much 
[I can tell you: Great wealth is a great 
burden, a great responsibility. It in- 
variably proves to be one of two things 
—either a grea: blessing or a_ great 
curse. We are only stewards. 

“Put every man has to give an ac- 
counting of his stewardsbip,"’ continued 
Mr. Rockefeller seriously, “and those 
who possess great wealth should have 
to show thatthey are compeient to use 
it properly—should pass an examination 
anc be judged, perhaps by what they 
do with their money.” . 

It was at this point that Mr. Rocke- 
feller .g@eclared that the American 
people are too prodigal and that our ex- 
trayagance will have to be paid for by 
someone. 


Pace Is Too Hot, 


“We cannot buy toys always," Mr. 
Rockefeller said. ‘Our present pace is 
one that cannot be kept up. We are 
going entirely too fast. We are too 
prodigal of our money. We don’t keep 
our money at home. We are sending 
too much of our gold abroad. We are 
buying. foreign novelties and letting our 
gold go to Europe. We are spending too 
much money. 

“The money ought to be kept here in 
the United States, for just as surely as 
we send too much of our gold to the 
other side, just so surely will we have 
to pay the penalty of our rashness. 

“The people of the United States are 
erftirely too prodigal of what they now 
have. * They are taking advantage of a 
rrosperity such as has never been ex- 
celled in this country. We are not sav- 
ing up for tne rainy day—for the time 
of our need.”’ 

Mr. Rockefeller’s declaration regard- 
ing the majesty of the law was brought 
out by a question as to whether he 
would go to court whenever the Gov- 
ernment desired 
in reply: 


“It will be a sorry day for the country 


and for all of us when our courts are 
not respected or when we cannot re- 
spect

SLOW-GOING COCKNEYS. 

A number of Londoners decided they would travel 
rapidly on the paths of progress. 

They created the London County Council, which 
proceeded to do things which made all the world 
stare. They began to spend money like water. And 
they announced their intention of completely chang- 
ing the old city from a welter of slums and palaces 
to an orderly, beautiful abode for reasoning men 
and women, 

Last vear, in the course of this gigantic work 
they $119,500,000. To show for this and 
previous years’ expenditures they had a municipal 
atreet railway system, a municipal steamboat sys- 
tem, new bridges over the river and tunnels under 
it, new houses for 42,500 persons, displacing many 
acres of slums, and being merely the beginning o! 
a complete system of sanitary dwellings for the 
workmen; new schools, with free books, free meals, 
free ambulances to take cripples to school, school 
savings banks, swimming pools and many other 
startling innovations. 

One of its costliest works was the sweeping away 
of whole streets, in order to widen and straighten 
the old, medieval city. London today is as unlike 
the London of thirty years ago as the London o! 
that day was unlike the London of Alfred the Great. 
_ But the taxpayers rebelled. Slowly the rebellion 
gained headway, until at the recent election the 
County Council was defeated by an overwhelming 
majority. London has decided that it cannot stand 
the cost. 

Why? 

London is enormously wealthy. With a population 
of nearly 7,000,000 and a trade of several billions 
of dollars, London found she could not atford to 
continue making public improvements which were, 
in nearly all cases, not only desirable but abso- 
lutely necessary. 

“me «: the chief reasons for this sudden over- 
turn was the fact that the leaders in the movement 
had made a trifling oversight. 

They needed money. And they needed, as a matter 
of justice as well as policy, to get it from those 
most able to give it. And yet they overlooked the 
biggest source of income for the city. 

The land owners of London, as land owners, pay 
no more today in local taxes than they did in the 
seventeenth century. 

_ American cities assess valuea in land annually,

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Britain, including the enormously valuable land on 
| Which London is built, has not been valued for the 
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purpoers of taxation since the year 1692. 
The lanl owners of London have shirked every 
cent of the taxation which they ought to have paid 
98 account of the tremendous increase in values 


during & period of over two centuries. This amounts 
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to over a hundred million doflars a year lost by 
the city. 

Is it any wonder that the city rebelled against 
such injustice in taxation? Is it any ‘wonder the 
County Council failed? | '

The appointment of Mr. James Bryce as British 
Ambassador to Washington appears to be assured. 

It is safe to say that no Englishman could com- 
mand a heartier welcome from Americans. Several 
years ago Mr. Bryce’s book entitled “The American 
Commonwealth,” demonstrated the fdtt that an 
Englishman could actually understand American in- 
stitutions. But Mr. Bryce went far beyond this. He 
showed that he understood the subject much better 
than most Americans, and in consequence the book 
is todav the standard work. To it every young 
American must. go to learn the elementary prin- 
ciples of our own institutions. Mr. Bryce clarified 
a subject complicated and doubtful, and no inquirer 
has any excuse for ignorance. 

As Ambassador Mr. Bryce will have the advan- 
tage of coming among @ geople who know him well 
through his work as a publicist. Besides the book 
on the American commonwealth his “Holy Roman 
Empire” has instructed and fascinated many thou- 
sand American readers, and his studies in history 
and law have been sources of inspiration for many 
students in this country. We owe a debt to the 
new English Ambassador which we all cheerfully 
acknowledge. 

As a diplomat Mr. Bryce has had no experience, 
the Washington Embassy being his first post in 
that service. But his knowledge of the world is so 
extensive that he is in touch with all the vital 
currents of interest of all nations, and it will be no 
source of weakness that he has not been trained 
in the sinuous subtleties of traditional European 
dliplomacy. We are a frank people. We have won 
all of our triumphs by frankness, and we appre- 
ciate the quality whenever it appears among foreign 
diplomatic representatives.

| STAR LIGHT. | 


From the Chicago Tribune. 
ARIOUS attempts have been made 
V to estimate tle light of the stars. 
In the Northern Hemisphere Ar- 
gelander has registered 324.000 stars 
down to the 9% magnitude, with the aid 
of the best photometric data. Agnes M. 
Clerk’s new “System of the Stars” gives 
the sum of the light of these northern 
stare as equivalent to 1-440 of full moon- 
light, and the total light of all stars 
similarly enumerated in both hemi- 
spheres, to the number of about 900,000, 
is roughly placed at 1-189 of the lunar 
brightness. The scattered light of sti}! 
fainter celestial bodies is difficuit to 
evolute. By ® photographic method gir 
William Abney in 1896 rated the total 
starlight of both hemispheres at 1-109 of 
full moonlight, and Prof. Newcomb in 
1901, from visual observations of dif- 
fused sky radiance, fixed the light 
power of all stars at just 728 times that 
of Capelia, or 1-89 of the light of the 
full moon.

Mr. Cook evidently had in mind the 
fat, sluggish man, when he_ recom- 
mends long fasts as a remedy for ill- 
health. He gives some remarkable cases 
of renewal of health through fasts 
lasting thirty, forty and fifty days. 

The capitalist having thus re@uced 
his adipose tissue, and by so doing arous- 
ed his intellect and—possibly—his con- 
science, may read how much good may 
been done by the creation of better con- 
ditions in and around factories, in wel- 
fare work, profit-sharing, ‘tc. 

A chapter on land nationalization is to 
be found near the close of the book, 
showing the wide field the author covers. 
He is a thinker who is in earnest, and 
whose work cannot fail to be of value 
to the world. (Frederick A. Stokes & 
Co., New York.)

SANTA CLAUS 


HE original SantayClaus—the saint 
T from whom the children derive 
or obtain their pet Christmas 
wonder-maker, who at times seems fair 
to dominate the holiday itself—though 
his day fell in December, was not at 
first associated directly with Christmas 
Day. Even now in some European 
countries St. Nicholas Day {is still ob- 
served on that saint’s own day, and 
it is then that he brings the Lttle chil- 
dren their gifts. , 
For always he has been a guardian of 
children and bestoyed upon them the 
sweetmeats and toys and trinkets which 
delight them most. His day is not his 
birthday, but Dec. 6, the day when he 
died, and so was transported to para- 
dise. For the real St. Nicholas, from 
whom comes our Santa Claus, and who 
is the patron saint of Russia and has 
many churches named for him, lived 
and performed deeds of kindness in the 
fourth century, at which time he was 
Archbishop of Myra. And he died Dec, 
6, $3, and was buried at Bari, Italy. 
Here for many centuries his day was 
observed as a holy day, and it grew to 
be the custom for the children, whose 
Special, patron he was, to leave out 
their shoes and slippers on the eve of 
St. Nicholas Day, confident that he 
would not forget them. 

The legend on which the good saint’s 
zift-making disposition is based has It 
that a poor citizen of the time of Nich- 
Olas had three daughters to whom he 
could give no marriage portion. St. 
Nicholas: wishing to relieve them 














Successive nights threw into their win- 
dow a purse of gold, one for each, which 
no doubt secured for each a 
husband. From this incident he became 
the gift-bringer and was also made the 
patron saint of the maidens. The story 
ls cited by some as the origin of the 
use of three golden balis as the symbol 
of the pawnbroker who, for a gratulty, 





relieves the necessities of the poor, 
though more eommonly. the symbolic 
| device is connected with the Medici fam- 
lly. Nicholas was also the special saint 
Of seafaring men and parish clerks, and 
queerly enough, robbers are called St. 
Nicholas’ clerks, though the other St. 
Nick may be the one referred to. 

From his guardianship and care of 
children, there sprang up in the middle 
age® a most curious custom, that of 
electing a boy bishop who served as

“us would justify us in holuing tnat those 
words would only mean the party law- 
iuily in possession when the act took 
elfect or when the fire occurred. 

“The command is pain and unambig- 
uous, and is directed to the owner, and 
the fact that it is also directed to the 
lesgjee or keaper of the premises in no 
Wise @Xcuses him from a failure to obey 
the staiuie.

HEN a jury in Justice O’Hallaron’s court put Go Yum, a Celestia! 
laundryman, under bonds of $300 to keep the peace with Go Sam, 
another laundryman, with whom he had an encounter two weeks ago, 


two Chinese organizations that have 


waged incessant and sometimes bloody war with each other for upwards of two 


not also gather and direct forces against 
the Emperor?” 

The counsel seemed so wise that the 
Emperor heeded it. He caused most of 
the loyal monks to be put to death. 
Some escaped and fled China. They 
found refuge in distant parts of Asia 
and swore themselves to vengeance. 
Marshaling to their side the exiles and 
wanderers whom they met from their 
own land they organized a_e society 
whose object was revenge upon the 
Er:peror and his descendants. Wher- 
ever a monk or any of his followers 
would go they sowed the seed of se- 
dition. In years a harvest of troubles 
stood to be reaped by the rulers of 
China. In every land was a cabal ready 
to plot treason and foment rebellion. 
With the first Chinese that came to 
the United States came also the rebel- 
lious doctrines they had been taught at 
home. Some of the origina] intent of 
the Shung Tong have been lost in this 
country, however, and now the society 
\is largely a secret band, which wreaks 
vengeance for the wrongs of its mem- 
bers and oppuses the educational re- 
forms which the Chinese’ Empire Re- 
form Association claims to advocate. 


Opposed to Dowager Empress. 


The Chinese Empire Reform Associa- 


tion is loyal to the Emperor, but op- 
posed to the powerful sway of the Dow- 
ager Empress, Tsi An. To further its 
ends the Chinese Empire Reform Asso- 
ciation works for the education, free- 
dum and equality of Chinamen, here 
and at home. In the 8 branches in the 
iUnited States and the 74 {n other coun- 
‘tries outside China there is a member- 
ship of more than 6,000,000. Half tne 
:Chinese in America are in its fold. Many 
‘olficials in China are on the rolis of 
the reform association, but because of 
the hostility of the Dowager Empress 
they dare not acknowledge their affilia- 
tion. 

Guy Main is one of the secretaries of 
the association, whose Amertcan head- 
quarters are at 7 and 8 Mott street, New 
York. 

Mr. Main is a cosmopolitan Chinaman 
—progressive, intelligent and well edu- 
cated. Australia was his birthplace and 
he is, for that reason, a British sub- 
J ct. AS a boy he went with his fa- 

er to China and equipped himself with 
so knowledge Chinese schoolmasters 
could give him. He came to the United 
States in 1877 and began the study of 
English. How well he succeeded with 
‘he language was shown Friday by his 
acgttaintance with the technical expres- 
sions of law and his fluent translation 
of the testimony given by the various 
witnesses. 


Educated and Traveled. 
Like most of his race, Mr. Main is 
small in stature, but his features are 


rather those of a Japanese. His polite- 
ness and grace of manner is that of a 
Frenchman. Having traveled in this 
and foreign countries for several years, 
Mr. Main took up his residence in Chi- 
cago andathere studied under Prof. 
Grossman, a Jewish rabbi, now of 
aoe stown, O. Though not one of the 

nizers of the Chinese Empire Re- 
form Association, he is among its 
evangelists and has succeeded in col- 
lecting In its hosts a large number of 
hig race. 

“The present Chinese Emperor,” said 
Mr. Main, ‘is the best that the people 
have ever had. He is a progressive and 
a liberal, but is helpless in the hands 
of the reactionaries by whom the Dow- 
ager Ermpress has surrounded him. We 
want him to reign. We mean no harm 
to the Empress, who is within a few 
years of death, but we cannot hela» ex- 

essing our repugnance and indigna- 
ion at the crimes that she has com- 
mitted against the leaders of reform. 

“This case which one of our members 
has lost, is in reality a test of strength 
between the principles of advancement 
for which we stand and the elements of 
backwardness which the Shung Tung 
typifies. That explains the determina- 
tion which we have shown to fight toa 
conclusion against the secret methods 
that ordinarily are employed by China- 
men. We are not disheartened at all 
and will continue our organization in 
the face of the opposition from our own 
people."’

The hanging of Hamilton was one of 
the most remarkable that ever took 
place in this State. He was executed 
with a hand-made hemp rope, made 
especially for the Sheriff of Lawrence 
County to hang Edward Bateman, a 
negro, and was sent to Sheriff Wood 
at his request. The rope was apparent 
ly sound shortly before the execution 
Hamilton weighed only 120 pounds. Th- 
Sheriff is unable to explain the acc! 
dent.
